Ina ringing speech, enthusiastic in 
its eloquence and forceful in its logic, 
Judge John S. Candler, former justice 
of the supreme and superior courts, 
alderman and mayor pro tem. and one 
of Atlanta’s foremost lawyers, came 
out strongly for Oscar W. Underwood 
for president yesterday at a meeting 
of the Fulton County Underwood Club 
which filled the assembly hall of the 
Aragon hotel.

Auto Highway From Marion, 
Va, to Tallulah Falls, Ga, 


Spartanburg, 8S. C., March 28.—Sev- 
enty delegates from the states through 
which the Blue Ridge mountains ex- 
tend gathered here today for the 
spring convention of the Southern Ap- 
palachian Good toads .ssociation, 
which will continue through tomorrow. 

Of the. addresses made today none 
attracted greater. attention than thf 
of Dr. Joseph Hyde Pratt, president 
of the association and state geologist 
of North Carolina, on the proposed 
automobile highway on the crest of the 
Blue Ridge from Marion, Va., to Tal- 
lulah Falls, Ga. 

For a continuous stretch of 110 miles 
this road’ will be from 5,000 to 5,500 
feet above sea level. -It will cross 
Mount Mitchell. Dr. Pratt said that 
project would be financed entirely 
private capital, 
in no other way, tolls would be 
charged for the use of the highway. 
Forty miles of the road have already 
been constructed. 

Other addresses were made by Major 
John F. Carson, of the United States 
bureau of manufacturers, and KE. J. 
Watson, commissioner of agriculture of 
South Carolina.

Nation-Wide Coal Strike Almost 
Certain in United States, 


Ohio, March 28.—Little 
settling the bituminous 
coal miners’ wage dispute to prevent 
a suspension next Monday and the 
shutting down of practically all mines 
operated by union men, was seen by 
the operators and union officials to- 
day after they had eonferred for hours 
and had failed to agree, 

Lack of any steps toward an imme- 
diate settlement, and the fact that 
only three more days intervene before 
both the anthracite and bituminous 
wage scales expire, were said to make 
it almost certain that a widespread 
stoppage of coal production will begia 
next week for an uncertain per'od, 
and a strike, involving about 540,000 
men, may ensue,

The miners in the anthracite fields 
of Pennsylvania will quit Sunday mid- 
nigitt because their agreements with 
the operators expire at that time, and 
no new agreement, even if it were be- 
ing -considered, could be put into ef-| 
fect in time to prevent the suspension.

The 
woman 
who has 


mysterious and oft-hinted at 
the Grace shooting case, 
not yet been found, figures 
prominently the sensational af- 
fidavit of Abe Steinberg, which, if 
true, would show that Mrs. Daisy 
Opie Grace could not have shot her 
husband, Eugene Grace. 

This woman was seen by Stein- 
berg on the porch of the Grace home, 
talking to a negro,immediately after 
Steinberg heard the muffled report of 
a revolver and stopped his machine 
to see what was the matter, accord- 
ing to the substance of the affidavit 
which has been secured by The Con- 
stitution from the notary before whom 
the affidavit was taken. 

While Steinberg goes into -great de- 
tail in his affidavit to show that Mrs. 
Grace was not at home when the fatal 
shot was fired, yet there is still more 
that he knows, facts which he holds 
too important to be entrusted to an 
affidavit and which he will reveal 
only at the trial. 

These he learned from 
Gibbs, present on the premises, he 
says, when he heard the shot fired, 
and contain probabiy the true story 
of why the shot was fired, and why 
Kugene Grace now lies dying. 

Many efforts were made Thursday, 
after the publication in The Consti- 
tution that this affidavit had been 
made, to cast reflections on its va- 
lidity, and it was even suggested that 
it was a “plan” of the defense or 
prosecution, to mislead the other side.

husband: 

“I never heard of him,” was Mrs. 
Grace’s puzzlingly quick response to 
a question about Steinberg. 

“I never knew any Steinberg,” said 
Eugene Grace last night on his death- 
bed at Newnan.

PHOSPHOR MATCH 
TAXED TO DEATH 


Washington, March 28.—The bill by 
Representative Hughes, of New Jer- 
sey, democrat, virtually taxing out of 
existence the phosphorus matcn. tn- 
dustry in the United States, was 
passed today the house, after a 
heated debate. The vote, 163 to 39, 
was remarkable, in that Minority 
Leader Mann was the only republican 
who joined the democratic opposition 
to the measure. 

The high rate among workers in the 
Phosphorus match factories of the 
country inspired the bill. 

Representative Underwood, 
of the majority, took the floor to 
argue against the measure on the 
ground that it established a precedent 
that was highly dangerous. if the 
prohibitory tax were imposed, he con- 
tended, congress could tax out of ex- 
istence any industry it chose, provid- 
ed the supreme court upheld the con- 
stitutionality of such bills. 

Representative Rainey, of TIllinois, 
democrat, voted for the measure, al- 
though he charged that the house was 
being forced into the legislation by a 
powerful lobby operated in the inter- 
est of the “match trust.” 

Besides imposing a prohibitive tax 
on phosphorus matches, heavy fines 
and penalfies are provided for viola- 
tors of the law. The exportation or 
importation of the matches also ~ is 
forbidden. The main features of the 
law wil] go into éffect on July 1, 1913, 
if the bill passes the senate.

THE COST OF SICK AMERICANS. 


Dr. 3. N. McCormack, secretary of the Kentucky board of 
health, told the conference of the American Medical Association in 
Chicago recently that every year 2,000,000 people were needlessly 
ill in this country, and that 60,000 died-prematurely. The state- 
ment has been made before, upon good authority, and not refuted, 
so it is fair to assume that it is founded on truth. 

It is common knowledge that both state and federal govern- 
ments spend more in conserving the lives of cattle and hogs than 
those of men, women and children. The cattle tick, hog cholera, 
-the boll. weevil, San Jose scale and other animal and crop foes en- 
gage the attention of great corps of government experts and are 
iought with annually increasing appropriations from federal and 
state treasuries. The diseases that ravage humanity are given a 
fractional part of the attention, and the majority of the advances 
science has made toward their conquest have been financed by pri- 
vate sources. 

The accumulated “cost of this needless sickness and these pre- 
mature deaths is, from the immediate standpoint only, staggering. 
The upkeep of public and private sanitariums, not to mention the 
drain made upon the families that nurse their own invalids, mounts 
| into sums not easily calculated. But how much larger must be the

and state governments are too feeble or too indifferent to harness 
it by co-operating in the minimizing of preventible disease.

There are many reasons why Gov- 
,ernor Wilson's forty-thousand major- 
‘ity here two and a half years ago has 
i been turned into a decided contest. He 
has “lost out,’’ more or less, since he

| politics fairly well, and, without going

Deserted By His Makers. 

The above leads up to this: Those 
mainly instrumental in putting him 
forward originally have now deserted 
him. Their devotion to his cause has 
changed to the bitterest of oppositions 
to his ambitions. They made him gov- 
ernor merely as the first step in their 
plans to make him president; now 
they are Knifing him in party circles, 
and most of them will bolt the party 
if he is nominated. 

The cause for this state of affairs? 
Those leading the Wilson opposition 
Say that it is the governor's political 
treachery. Others declare it is merely 
his fidelity to the people.

GAMES HAVE SUPPLIED 
-SPORT TO MANY NATIONS 


Every nation, as far back as history 
goes, except Japanese and Jewish peo- 
ple, have bred and fought game fowls, 
and all the nations of the earth 
today, except, as far as 1 have been 
able to find, the Japanese “fight chick- 
ens’ still. So far as I have been able 
to ascertain, England and the United 
States, or the states that compose the 
union, are the only nations that have 
passed laws prohibiting ‘cock fight- 
ing.’ and the people of these nations 
have always fought them in spite of 
the laws which prohbit it. The Latin 
race today in Europe and South Amer- 
ica are the greatest cock fighters that 
have ever lived in the world. Thou- 
sands of dollars drift out of the Sout 
American republics to Europe and the 
United States today for pit game fowls 
and American breeders reap a harvest 
of good dollars in supplying the de- 
mand for high-class games. 

The history of the game fowl reach- 
es to prehistoric times, for among the 
Persians and other Asiatic people this 
fowl can be traced by tradition to 
over 1,000 years before the Christian 
era. It has been established beyond 
a doubt that the game fowl of today 
has its origin in the juggle fowl! of 
India. They came down to us 
through the GreekKs from Prsia, from 
the. Greeks to the Romans, which lat- 
ter nation distributed them ali over 
Lurope.

It is manifestly impossible to give a 
history of the hundreds of different 
breeds of these fowls that have from 
time to time appeared in England and 
America.

As a substitute therefor it is 
proposed that this government shall 
herqnfter be ‘a government of the 
people, for the people, by a representa- 
tive part of the people.’ 

“We have had such a government in 
various parts of tihs union from time 
io time and, stripped of verbiage, it 
simply means a government of the 
people by the bosses, 

‘Here in the United States experi-
